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REPORT OF THE ADVISORY PANEL ON 
STUDENT MAINTENANCE GRANTS 

We were set up in July 1967 with the following terms of reference: — 

“To consider the changes necessary to maintain the real value of awards.” 
These terms of reference were clarified in a letter to us which stated that the 
“real value” with which we were to concern ourselves was that obtaining in 
September 1965. 

2. Our membership was : 

Chairman: Professor A. J. Brown, Leeds University;

Mr. I. M. Wilson, Scottish Education Department. 

We held seven meetings. 

3. In order to obtain accurate information about alterations in charges for 
board and lodging and expected expenditure on books, equipment, materials and 
protective clothing, we prepared the questionnaire which is at Annexure A to 
this report and sent it to all universities, a selection of colleges of education and 
a selection of F.E. establishments in Great Britain. A list of those to whom it 
was sent indicating the response we received is at Annexure B. 

4. Several organisations submitted written evidence and we invited the National 
Union of Students and the Scottish Union of Students to expand their evidence 
orally. Additionally a number of educational establishments wrote to us either 
to amplify their completed questionnaires or to bring other material to our 
notice. A list of those who assisted us in various ways is at Annexure C. 

Some of the written evidence submitted to us was concerned with matters 
that fell outside our terms of reference ; this evidence we have passed on to the 
Secretary of State for Education and Science. 

5. For convenience student awards may be divided into two major kinds: 

A. The standard maintenance grant. This comprises : 

(i) A grant for board and lodgings varying according to whether the 
student lives in lodgings or hall of residence or at home, and accor- 
ding to whether he is in London or the Universities of Oxford or 
Cambridge, or “elsewhere”; 

(ii) A series of nominal elements which when adjusted for length of term, 
etc. collectively form a common core for all student grants : at present 
these elements are : 

(a) A grant for books, equipment, materials and protective clothing; 

(b) A grant towards vacation maintenance; 

(c) A travel grant; 

(d) A pocket money grant; 

(e) A personal clothing, laundry and-dry cleaning grant; 
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B. A series of grants available to students who satisfy special conditions 
These are quite separate from the standard maintenance grant and are 
usually supplementary to it: 

(i) Dependants’ allowances ; 

(ii) Mature student allowance; 

(iii) Two homes allowance; 

(iv) Maintenance grant for study abroad; 

(v) Special grant for medical, dental and veterinary students; 

(vi) Grant for residential study away from university etc. in term 

time; 

(vii) Discretionary hardship vacation allowance; 

(viii) Additional grant for extra attendance or vacation study. 



6. Our terms of reference require us to state what changes are needed to restore 
at September 1968 the purchasing powers of student awards as they were in 
September 1965. In regard to the board and lodging grants we have direct 
information from the vast majority of universities and colleges of which we 
enquired, of their anticipated charges in September 1968 and the corresponding 
? arges °f three years earlier. For most of the remaining items in the grants

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(ii) The Common Elements 

(a) Books, Equipment, Materials, and Protective Clothing 

We had two considerations in mind in examining this item. One (as 
with all the other components of the grant) was how much the prices 
of the goods in question have risen. The other was how far the real 
quantity of the relevant goods which students are expected to buy may 
have changed. To throw light on the combined effect of both of these, 
we asked university and college authorities to provide weighted 
averages of the amounts which students in their various faculties and 
departments are expected to spend on books, equipment etc. An 
average of the resulting answers, weighted by student numbers, came 
to about £40, 

The effect of price-changes alone is less easily estimated, since there is 
no published index that seems prima facie suitable for measuring 
changes in the prices of books bought by students. The most relevant 
item in the Retail Price Index relates to books, newspapers, and 
periodicals. We believe that, in student purchases, books are more 
important in relation to newspapers and periodicals than they are in 
this index item, and it is possible that the books included in the Index 
may also have changed in price differently from academic books. 
From material published half-yearly in The Bookseller, however, we 
calculated the average price per title of the new books and new editions 
published by some 28 of the more ‘academic’ publishers in the half- 
years ending June, 1964 and June, 1967 respectively. These show an 
increase between the two periods of 14-7 per cent. This may be a little 
low for our purpose, since we think that students’ purchases may 
consist rather more of new editions and rather less of new titles than 
do the publishers’ lists, and new editions in this period rose in price 
more than new titles did. The calculation suggests, however, that the 
increase of 17*7 per cent, in the Books, Newspapers, and Periodicals 
item of the Retail Price Index probably does not seriously misrepresent 
the change in the price of students’ purchases under this head. 
Purchases under the head of ‘equipment and materials’ are probably 
represented not too badly by the Retail Price Index item “Stationery, 
travel and sports goods, toys, photographic and optical goods,” which 
shows a rise of 9*6 per cent, over the three-year period. “Protective 
Clothing’ ’ may be represented by the clothing component of the Index, 
which rose by 6*5 per cent. Weighting these increases in the propor- 
tions: books etc. 63: stationery etc. 30: protective clothing 7 (which 
the replies to our questionnaire suggest) we get a price-rise for the 
whole component of 14*5 per cent. This, applied to the existing grant 
of £35, would indicate for the new grant the same figure of £40 that 
was suggested by the replies from universities and colleges. The impli- 
cation of this is that the real quantities of the goods in question that 
students are expected to buy have not changed appreciably over the 
last three years. 

(b) Grant towards Vacation Maintenance 

This element is intended as a general contribution towards main- 
tenance in vacations. It has no deliberate link with any other part of 
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any grant. We have adjusted this grant in proportion to the change 
in the index of retail prices. 

(c) Travel Grant 

The present travel allowance is £12 per year and any student may 
claim the costs of necessary travel in excess of this sum from his L.E. A. 
We have examined the available evidence relating to bus and rail fares 
and have come to the conclusion that an adjustment to take account 
of these would not raise the grant by more than about £1. It was 
suggested by the N.U.S. and S.U.S. that a comparatively small 
increase in this grant might substantially reduce L.E. A. administrative 
costs by eliminating a large number of small claims from students. We 
were, however, given evidence from several administrative sources on 
this specific point which showed the size-distribution of claims to be 
such that a saving of this kind would not be large. In view of this and 
because students can claim necessary travel costs in excess of £12, we 
think there is a case for leaving the travel element unchanged. 

(d) Pocket Money 

In the past this element has been adjusted by reference to changes in 
the indices of tobacco, alcohol, food, miscellaneous goods and 
miscellaneous services. We examined the possibility of including other 
items in this list and of introducing a special form of weighting ; we 
decided, however, to ignore both possibilities and have adjusted this 
element by the unweighted mean of the percentage increases in the 
indices named. 

(e) Personal Clothing, Laundry and Dry Cleaning Grant 

We have adjusted this element by reference to a weighted average of 
price increases for clothing, laundry and dry cleaning, some elements 
of which are confidential. 

8. This brings us to the question of how changes in prices and charges, affecting 
particular items of student expenditure, are to be combined to give single indices 
applicable to the awards. The existing awards have been built up (as explained 
in paragraph 5) of a number of elements, of which three, the grant towards 
vacation maintenance, the books, equipment, materials and protective clothing 
grant and the travel grant, have been published. The remaining elements have 
not been separately declared, mainly because the range of variation of the 
proportions in which different students’ expenditure is divided among them in 
practice is very wide. There is no single “right” composition of the bundle of 
goods and services on which student grants either are, or ought to be spent ; both 
the actual and the most appropriate compositions (if these could be ascertained) 
would be seen to vary enormously among institutions and still more among 
individual students. This would remain a source of difficulty even if the composi- 
tion of aggregate students expenditure was known, but our timetable has in any 
case made it impossible for us to carry out the considerable task of investigating 
it by survey. 

9. The weights we propose to assign to the various price increases that have been 
discussed are the sizes of the elements of which the awards have hitherto been 
constructed. They are shown in Table I. The corresponding percentage increases 
in the price indices between September 1964 and September 1967 which have 
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already been discussed are also shown in this table. It must be repeated that the 
relative importance thus assigned to the different objects of student expenditure 
for the purpose of answering the question posed in our terms of reference in no 
way implies that a particular student either can or should spend the stated 
proportion of his award on a particular item; these figures are used here purely 
for obtaining an indication of the increase in the total award that would restore 
the purchasing power of grants over a collection of students’ expenditures that 
we regard as reasonable and not untypical in composition. 

SUPPLEMENTARY GRANTS AND ALLOWANCES 

10. Dependants’ Allowances 

We decided that the allowances for spouse and first child should be found by 
applying to the existing figures the general index of retail prices. It is the policy 
of the awards system that each child should receive the same support from public 
funds and therefore the allowance for second and subsequent children should be 
derived by subtracting the appropriate family allowance from the grant for the 
first child. 

1 1 . Mature Students Grant 

For students who were 26 or over when taking up their awards and whose 
previous salary exceeded their grant by 25 per cent a special additional allowance 
is paid. This grant is also related to the age of the student and is currently 
increased by £20 to a maximum of £100 for each year by which the student 
exceeds 25 years of age. We feel that this grant is closely related to average 
earnings and therefore we have applied to the present figures — that is to the 
total sum and the individual steps — the index of average earnings of male manual 
workers. 

12. Two Homes Grant 

This grant is for mature students who, during term time, must live away from 
their families and who must therefore maintain a separate or second home. We 
have adjusted this grant by reference to the increase in the housing component 
of the retail price index. 

13. Maintenance Grant for Study Abroad 

Traditionally this grant is the London rate. There is no link between it and any 
index of cost of living or any other index of costs in overseas countries to which 
students might go. We recommend that these grants should continue to be based 
on the London rate, but that adjustments should be made so that students 
would, in future, receive the same amount in the relevant foreign currency as 
they would have received had the devaluation of 1967 not taken place. 

14. Special Grant for Medical, Dental and Veterinary Students 

Medical and veterinary students receive an initial grant of £15 towards the cost 
of special instruments etc. which they are required to provide for their courses. 
A similar grant of £45 is made to dental students. Neither the veterinary nor the 
dental students specifically submitted any evidence to us. The British Medical 
Students’ Association submitted evidence regarding costs but the figures suggest 
that, taking the medical course as a whole, student costs are less than the grants 
they now receive. We have not therefore considered increasing these special 
elements. 
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15. Grant for Residential Study away from University etc. in Term Time 

This grant is not at a specified rate but is subject to a maximum of £1 per day. 
We feel that this maximum should be increased by the same proportion as the 
board and lodging element of the “elsewhere” grant. 

16. Discretionary Hardship Yacation Allowance 

This is an allowance paid at the discretion of local education authorities to 
students who can show that they are in special need. At present the maximum 
that can be paid is £5. We recommend that this maximum should be increased 
by reference to the index of retail prices. 

17. Additional Grant for Extra Attendance or Vacation Study 

This grant is currently ten shillings per day (£3.10.0. per week) for those who 
can live at home and seventeen and sixpence a day (£6.2.6. per week) for those 
who -cannot. It is derived by taking an average of the Oxford/Cambridge/ 
London and “elsewhere” rates of board and lodging and to this adding pro- 
portionate allowances for pocket money and personal laundry, and deducting a 
proportionate figure for vacation grant. The change we recommend to this grant 
follows from this calculation. 

COLLEGE OF EDUCATION STUDENTS IN RESIDENCE IN ENGLAND AND 
WALES 

18. This grant is compiled by adding together the maximum sums allocated to 
students for travel; books, equipment, materials and protective clothing; pocket 
money; personal clothing; laundry and dry cleaning. To take account of the 
longer session a proportionate allowance for the pocket money, personal laundry 
and dry cleaning, and vacation grant elements of the award is added to this total. 
Students in residence in colleges of education in England and Wales are insulated 
from all increases in residential charges and this has, in the past, been recognised 
by reducing the total grant as calculated above, by a given figure. In 1965 this 
figure was £5. We consider that this reduction should be increased by reference 
to the general retail price index. 

PROSPECTIVE PRICE INCREASES 1967/68 IN COMPARISON WITH 1964/65 
AND THE EFFECTS OF DEVALUATION 

19. (a) In paragraph 6 we noted that, if the increases in prices and charges 

between September 1964 and September 1967 are to be relevant for our 
purpose, the increases between 1967 and 1968 must be not very different 
from those of 1964-65. The devaluation of November 1967 must be 
taken into account in this connection. 

Devaluation, operating directly and indirectly through the sterling prices 
of imports and (to some extent) of exports, may be expected to impart 
an upward impulse to prices in 1967-68 which was not present in earlier 
years. It happens, however, that the year September 1964 to September 
1965 was for other reasons a time of rather high price increase ; the retail 
price index rose nearly as much in that year as in the two following years 
taken together (4| per cent in 1964-65 as compared with 5 per cent in 
1965-67). It is therefore possible that the rise in 1967-68, despite 
devaluation, may not be very different from that of 1964-65. Indeed, 
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the National Institute of Economic and Social Research*, assessing the 
probable effects of devaluation in the light of experience after 1949, and 
other evidence, has tentatively forecast a rise of 5-6 per cent in the retail 
price index between the third quarters of 1967 and 196S respectively. 
The difference between this figure (bearing in mind its very uncertain 
nature) and the actual increase of 4*5 per cent between the third quarters 
of 1964 and 1965 could hardly be regarded as invalidating our use of 
figures relating to 1964-67 as a basis for adjustments applicable to the 
interval 1965-68. It is of the same order of magnitude as the adjustments 
involved in bringing our recommended awards up to a round figure. 

(b) We recognise also that in the particular case of books, a fairly high 
proportion of which are imported, the price increase between 1967 and 
1968 may, because of devaluation, be greater than that between 1964 
and 1965. Having regard to the size of the book etc. grant in relation to 
the total, however, we think that this also is likely to be adequately 
allowed for in the process of rounding up the grant as a whole. 

Recommendations 

20. We recommend that the rate of grant for students in London and at the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge should be increased from £370 to £420, 
the “ "Elsewhere’ 5 rate from £340 to £380, the rate for students living at home 
from £275 to £305, and the rate for students in England and Wales who are 
resident at Colleges of Education from £156 to £170. 

These figures are rounded up, where necessary, from those shown in detail 
in Table I, where our recommendations concerning the various supplementary 
grants may also be found.

I. Cost of student accommodation away from home 

1. The form shown at Annexure A was sent out to all universities and a sample of 
further education colleges and colleges of education in England and Wales and in 
Scotland. Returns were received from the institutions listed in Annexure B. In process- 
ing the information the returns from further eduction colleges and colleges of education 
were grossed by reference to the number of full-time advanced students in the insti- 
tutions selected; each element of the sampling scheme (shown in Annexure B) was 
treated separately. 

Accommodation in hall, hostel, etc. 

2. Most respondents provided information on the cost of existing accommodation for 
all four years 1964, 1965, 1967 and 1968 and it was therefore not necessary to use 1964 
to 1967 changes to represent those expected between 1965 and 1968. 

3. It was expected that the section on new accommodation would be used primarily 
by the new universities or those setting up halls or hostels for the first time. In practice 
most information in these sections has been returned by institutions with existing 
accommodation. With one minor exception the costs shown for new accommodation 
were the same as for existing accommodation or lay between the highest and lowest 
charge for existing accommodation. Furthermore the number of students living in hall, 
hostel, etc. was not subdivided between existing and new accommodation. In these 
circumstances it was decided not to make any use of the figures given for new accom- 
modation where details had also been entered for existing accommodation. 

4. The figure used in calculating weighted averages of cost in hall, hostel, etc. was the 
average of the highest and lowest charge. This was modified for London University 
where we were advised that most accommodation was single rooms at the highest 
charge and the weighting used was | : |. About 1,500 students in London and some 
16,000 outside London, Oxford and Cambridge were in accommodation with a single 
charge. The operation of the averaging rule has a significant effect on the weighted 
means; the changes in these together with changes in highest and lowest charges are 
shown in Table A. 

Lodgings 

5. As for accommodation in hall, hostel, etc. most institutions gave figures for all four 
years, and 1965 to 1968 changes have accordingly been calculated. A small group of 
institutions outside Oxford, London and Cambridge gave no estimates for 1968; they 
reported some 10,000 students in lodgings in 1967. 

Results of the enquiry on accommodation 

6. The returns were analysed in two groups: — 

(a) Universities in London, Oxford and Cambridge and other colleges in London. 

(b) All other universities and colleges. 

The average of highest and lowest charges for hall, hostel, etc. in each institution were 
weighted together by the number of students involved (making also due allowance for 
the sampling scheme) to give a weighted average charge for all students in this type of 
accommodation. Similarly the charges in lodgings were weighted by the number of 
students. 

7. The following table shows the weighted highest, average and lowest charge for full 
board for students in hall, hostel, etc. and the weighted average charge in lodgings and 
in all types of accommodation away from home in 1965 and in 1968 and the percentage 
change between these two dates. Also included is the estimated (i.e. grossed up) total of 
all students in the various types of accommodation in 1967.

II. Cost of books, instruments and special clothing 

8. The analysis of costs between books, instruments and special clothing was given by 
the vast majority of institutions. The figures given have been weighted by the total 
number of students on the relevant advanced courses in each institution in October 1966 
(the latest available information). Medical, veterinary and dental students were 
excluded from the cost estimates and have been excluded from the numbers of students 
used to weight these together. 

Results of the enquiry on books, instruments and special clothing 

9. The returns were analysed in the two groups defined at 6 (a) and 6 (b) above. 
Information from the few institutions not giving full detail is included in Table B (2). 
The effect of these returns on the detailed statement in Table B (1) has been calculated 
and included at B (3).
